— One 
hundred members of America’s 
“good will delegation” sailed today 
on the steamer La France to carry 
a message of friendship from Am- 
erican women to: their French 
sisters. The members of the dele- 
gation selected by popular vote, 
came from fifty cities to make the 
trip under the auspices of the 
American Committee for Devas- 
tated France. For the first time in 
history the fortress at Verdun will

LONG BEACH, July 26.—Capt. 
Lucius A. Bostwick, who for the 
past year has been eaeasistant chief 
of naval operations at Washins- 
ton, has been chosen by the Navy 
Department to assume command 
of the superdreadnaught Cali- 
fornia.

When the 
California, flagship of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet, returns to her base at the 
Los Angeles Harbor early in Sep- 
tember, Capt. Bostwick will bein 
command.

AN OLD OFFICER 


Capt. Bostwick, new commander 
of the California, is one of the 
oldest officers in the Navy in 
point of service. He was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy as 
a midshipman Sept. 7, 1886, from 
Massachusetts, and after passing 
through the various grades was 
appointed a captain Aug. 29, 1916. 

Capt. Blakely. the Arizona's new 
commander, although a naval of- 
cer for many years, is junior in 
grade to Capt. Bostwick by sev- 
eral numbers. He was appointed 
a midshipman at the Naval Acad- 
emy Sept. 29, 1888, and was named 
a eaptain in the naval service 
July 1, 1917. Previous to his 
service in the Bureau of Ordnance 
at Washington, he was at the 
Naval War College, Newport, R. I. 
from which institution he grad- 
vated last year with high hon- 
ors. Both captaing have enviable 
war records.

AMERICAN SHIP 
SUBSIDY URGED 
Former Angeleno Speaks in 
Favor of Measure 


Tells of Work With Roard 
in Framing Bill 


Stresses Need of Fast Craft 
in Merchant Marine 


“There is no such thing as a 
‘6-5-3" battleship ratio. unless the 
same proposition applies to the 
merchant marine,“ stated Meyer 
Lissner, former Los Angeles busi- 
ness man and at present a mem- 


Club. 

“At present we have nearly as 
many cargo ships as Great Brit- 
ain, but the trouble with them is 
that they are not capable of mak- 
ing more than twelve knots an 
hour and Britain has many fast 
ships as well as these slow freight 
ships. 

“Japan is said to have one-fifth 

of the ships of the world, but in 
the Japanese merchant marine 
there are at least half as many 
fast passenger ships as there are 
in the United States fleet. 
* “While we have about 1600 steel 
ships we have not half of the ships 
that we need. What the Ameri- 
can merchant marine needs is a 
large number of fast passenger 
ships. Steamers that can be 
changed into transports and hos- 
pital ships in time of war, ships 
that can make twenty knots an 
hour or more, all kinds of ships 
except the kind with which we are 
now overstocked.” 


TELLS OF HIS WORK 

Mr. Lissner told of his work in 
Washington with the Shipping 
Board in the making of the ship 
subsidy bill, which now is before 
Congress. 

“It may strike some of my old 
friends in this city as highly hu- 
morous when I tell you that it was 
up to me to sit at the head of a 
table aro 
all of the big men of the shipping 
world as well as the big capitalists, | 
college professors and other noted 
men who were assembled to solve | 
the ship problem of the United 
States.

PREVENTS PROFITEERING 

“We can tie up our ships and 
become a Chinafied America, of 
we can try to work out a con- 
structive policy which will be of 
ald not only to the government 
but also to the producer who 
must depend upon ships to carry 
his goods to foreign ports. The 
latter view is that which has been 
adopted by the members of the 
Shipping Board and we now are 
doing all in our power to find 
the elusive policy. We think we 
have it in the ship subsidy bill. 

“This bill will prevent profit- 
eering, contrary to the general be- 
lief that it is a plan to give the 
shipper unrestrained power to 
make his own profits as large as 
he wishes. Only 10 per cent 
profit will be allowed to the pri- 
vate owner when this bill goes 
into effect and a very small sub- 
sidy will be charged. 


FIVE POINTS IN FAVOR 

“The bill provides that the 
President has the right to de- 
mand that 50 per cent of the im- 
migration of the United States 
come in on American ships. 
this measure let me say that it 
thé hands of the government to 
private owners with a fair subsidy. 
It will develop the operators, it 
will develop the fleet, it will wipe 
out the loss of the government 
which was suffered as a result of 
the handling by the government

PLAN FOR FUTURE 

The plan which is being advo- 
cated provides for five new im- 
provements which will take care 
of the sewage which Los Angeles 
will de forced to dispose of in the 
next twenty-three years or until 
19850. according to the belief of 
the Community Development Asso- 
ciation. The proposed improve- 
ments provide for a modified treat- 
ment or screening plant at Hy- 
perion, for a tunnel twelve feet in 
diameter, for the eniargement of 
the Hyperion plant to take care of 
the sewage carried by the perman- 
ent tunnel, and for a cast iron 
conduit to carry treated sewage one 
mile into the ocean off Hyperion. 

Many of those who spoke at the 
meeting last night declered that 
the organizations which they rep- 
resented feit that Los Angeles is 
facing a severe epidemic. Last 
winter, many of the speakers said, 
sewage spouted from the manholes 
in the southwest part of Los An- 
geles. This, it was said, if re- 
peated would pave the way for the 
most severe type of an epidemic. 


EPIDEMICS FEARED 

It was pointed out that by get- 
t immediate action the city 
will be able to take care of its 
sewage during the coming winters 
when surface water tends to 
choke the sewer conduits. Immedi- 
ute action was said to be impera- 
tive because of the impossibility of 
using Ballona Creek for carrying 
excess sewage. This is prevented 
by an injunction which Superior 
Court Judge Woods handed down 
last winter. Without emergency 
relief, it was said, the congestion 
which occurred last winter would 
be repeated.
